CHICKEN AILMENTS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Jrish ‘Times, the Poultry - Correspondent 
at 
The number of new diseases that have 
“appeared among poultry of. late years is 
alarming, and many af these affecting 
chickens. This, no doubt, is due to the 
enormous increase in the numbers reared 
and the artificial conditions under which 
they are kept. Ineubators are now work- 
we on most poultry farms capable ‘of 
hatching thousands of eggs, and battery 
hrooders rear the chickens in similar 
numbers altogether in confinement. Even 
the smaller breeders are rearing altogether 
có the intensive system. When a few 
thousand chickens are kept, where long 
aco a few hundred would have been con- 
«dered enough, and most of these with- 
out outdoor exercise, how can they be 
free from daseases? ‘The worst disease 
afrecting chickens is what is known as 
pW.D. (bacillary white diarrhea). 
which takes them off in great numbers. 
jt is a parasitie disease, and incurable, 
«> that preventive measures are necessary 
hy moculating the parent birds.. How- 
ever, it is not such diseases that we are 
now covsidering, as those of our readers 
who rear their chickens in a more natural 
wiv will not be troubled with them.

On the afternoon of 
the 19th December, 1929, Mrs: Coleman 
complained -of being ill, and about one 
o'clock next morning her husband col- 
lapsed across the bed while tending her, 
and remembered nothing more until he found 
himself in hospital: A man called to the 
house in the morning, and when he got no 
‘answer to-his knocking he entered and found 
Coleman and his wife in a tollapsed condi- 
tion, He noticed a strong smell of gas. 
“Medical aid was procured, but Mrs. Coleman 
died, and although the plaintiff recovered, 
he was still in bad health. 

Mr. Moloney added that their conteption 
was that a. fracture of the gás pipe was 
caused by a hig boulder heing placed 
directly on it without any clag or soil in- 
tervening. The weight of the steamroller 
then passing over the spot smashed the pipe. 
The defendants had not taken the most ord: 
nary precautions, 

The plaintiff, examined by Mr. Gavan 
Duffy, said that on the night of the occur- 
rence his wife complained of illness, and he 
cot her some whiskey. While he was giving 
1 to her he “ went off’’ himself, and remem- 
bered nothing more. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Geoghegan, he said 
that he was not aware that a disused drain 
ran under the floor of the cottage. 

A LIGHTED CANDLE. 

Mr. Geoghegan applied for a subpena for 
the attendance of an official of the Board of 
Works, with certain Since the 
tragedy, he said, certain works had been 
carried out in the cottage, and he was in- 
structed that a disused sewer had been dis- 
covered, . 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—Is it your defence 
that this woman's death was caused by 
sewer gas? 

Mr. Geoghegan—Of course, we have not 
to prove anything, but that is our contention. 
On the night of the tragedy a candle was 
lighting in this room, and nothing happened. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne granted the applica- 
tion for a subpoena. 

Mr. M. J. Buckley stated that it was his 
belief that gas from a fractured pipe perco- 
lated along a pipe at the side of the road 
and around a manhole outside the cottage 
and into the house. 

Sergeant Heeney, of the Civic Guard, 
Cabinteely, said that when he visited the 
cottage after the occurrence there was a 
distinct smell of gas. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Geoghegan, -he said 
that he saw a candle in the cottage and 
believed that it was alight. 

Michael Wall, Wardmaster of Leopardstown 
Hospital, who gave evidence of having found 
the plaintiff and his wife unconscious on the 
bed, said that there was a lighted candle on 
the mantelpiece, and there was a smell. of 
gas. He examined the gas jets and found 
them all closed. There was a smell of gas 
in the out-houses. All the windows and 
doors were closed. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

Spanish 
Sovereign to experience a reverse of fortune 
at the hand of Republicans. Her Majesty 
first appeared on her stamps in 1860, as on 
A, and her last appearance was on B in 
1&68, the year in which she was exiled. The 
Republicans gverprinted all her stamps, as 
in C, or wanes to a similar effect, then 
issued their own stamp, &. 

The Republic did not last long—no Spanish 
Republic has much staying er, The 
throne was thrown open to all comers, and 
Isabella put up her son Alfonso XII., but 
A us, Duke of Aosta, got the largest 


number of votes. He is represented on F

‘In 1873 another Republic sent Amadeus 
back to Italy, and stamps H. and I i ee 
At the same time Don Carios (Charles 
VII.) sets up his Government in the Biscayan 
provinces and issues his stamps, K and L. 
The new Republic .only lasted a few 
months, and then Alfonso XII. came to the 
throne and reigned till 1886. His stamps 
are shown in M and N. His son Alfonso 
XIII. was born after his father’s death, and 
was proclaimed King on the day of his 
birth, May 17, 1886. He is shown on O

Street C rossings. 


When I hear complaints from motorists 
of the haphazard manner in which 
pedestrians cross Dublin streets, I feel in- 
clined to take up the other point of view, 
because there are certain streets where a 
good deal of resource and alertness is 
required to cross at all in the middle of 
the day. Dame street is one of these. I 
have noticed -that elderly or nervous 
people, after several fruitless attempts to 


reach the other side, are often compelled’ 


to go to the crossing at College Green. 


Even at that point there. is some risk, - 


since a person ‘who crosses from the Bank 
of Ireland towards the Grattan Monument, 
seeing the south-going traffic stopped in 


the centre of the street, is liable to forget ' 


that the north-going stream is not stopped. 


There are, indeed, few points in the busier 


streets where a crossing can be made in 
perfect safety. About a year ago Paris 
was one of the most dangerous cities in 
the world for pedestrians, but since the 
system of ‘‘ safety zones’’ was adopted 
the number of street accidents is said to 
have been reduced by twenty per cent. 
These zones, in which pedestrians have the 
right of way at the crossing, and the onus 
of avoiding accident is put on the motor 
driver, occur at regular intervals, and 
tests over long periods have proved that 
they do not hold up the trafic. A similar 
experiment, I understand, is about to be 
tried for three months in London by the 
Westminster City Council.

His 
academic career was so extraordinarily 
distinguished that in 1827 the Board of 
Trinity discarded all precedent and 
appointed Hamilton; at the age of 21, 
Andrews Proféssor of Astronomy and 
Royal Astronomer of Ireland. In that 
year also Hamilton won the friendship ot 
the poet Wordsworth, whom he met at his 
Westmoreland home. The young mathe- 
matician had written verse from ‘is 
earliest years, but the poet of the Lake 
Country, who held that poetry ought to 
absorb the whole man, used his influence 
to discourage this poetic vein with com-

So many efforts have been made in recent 


years to encourage the growing of tobacco 
in Ireland that it may be of interest :o 
recall an eighteenth century attempt, 
which was quite successful for some years. 
About the time of the American revolution 
a law was passed permitting the Irish to 
grow and ctire tobacco, as a punishment 
to the Virginia planters. Few took ad- 
vantage of the measure at first. but even- 
tually a young man from Enniscorthy, 
who had been over in Maryland, brought 
back some seed, and started the culture 
among the Wexford farmers. The results 
were very satisfactory, and some of the 
pioneers secured good profits, until the 
cultivation of tobacco was stopped by Act 
of Parliament for fiscal reasons. The 
farmers of Wexford were ful] of indigna- 
tion at this law, and expressed every in- 
tention of disregarding it; but their efforts 
came to nought, since the cultivation of 
illicit tobaeco does not offer as great an 
inducement as the manufacture of illicit 
spirit, and is less easy to conceal. 


Objections to the Weed. 


Smokers of the present day must admit 
that non-smokers are far from being 
aggressive in the maintenance of their 
rights, but this tolerance did not always 
exist.

FIVE ATTEMPTS ON HIS LIFE. 


ING Alfonso XIII. of Spain, whose abdi- 
cation is reported on Page 7, was the 
senior Monarch in the world; for he 

had reigned nominally since the day of his 
birth in 1886. In this dark hour the super- 
stitious may regard the fact that he was the 
thirteenth in the sine as nar especially 
the crisis occu on Apri 15. 
“His father. Alfonso XII, who in 1874 had 
been proclaimed King-~after Spain had tried 
the experiment of a Republican Government 
for rather less than two y died in 
Noveraber, 1885, and for a few months that 
Sovereign's only daughter, Maria, a girl of 
four, had been Queen. She, however, gave 
‘ace to her brother Alfonso when he was 
a on May 17, 1886; for the mfant was 
ing on that day under the 
egency of his mother, Queen Maria 
Christina. 


The child was presented to the Councillors 
of Stace, wrapped in cotton wool and lying 
on a silver salver a few hours after his 
birth. The Carlists protested against the re- 
cognition of the young King, but the country, 
as a whole, was well satisfied with the situa- 
tion, and occasional revolts were speedily 


suppressed. 
THE QUEEN MOTHER. 


The Queen-Mother ruled wisely, and her 
attitude resulted in the restoration of respect 
for the Monarchy. Her task was not easy, 
for the King was still only twelve when his 
country found itself at war with the United 
States over the question of Cuba and the 
Philippines. " 

Under the Spanish law Alfonso attained 
his majority at the age of sixteen and, on 
May 17, 1902, took over the reins of govern- 
ment from his mother. Queen Maria Christina 
had been careful to observe the limits im- 
posed on a Constitutional Sovereign, and her 
son began his rule with a much more settled 
country than that with which she had had to 
contend on her husband's death. 

The young King soon proved himself like- 
able and brave, as many Spaniards who were 
hostile to their Government had to admit. 
On the surface, at least, there appeared to 
be signs that Spain had at last attained to a 
condition of stability, and was about to enter 
upon a period of true prosperity. That 
prospect was achieved, and to King Alfonso 
must be given, at least, some of the credit for 
the improvement in the condition of the 
country. 

His first step of real importance went a 
considerable way towards establishing himself 
as a popular Monarch. This was his betrothal 
to a British Princess, Princess Victoria 
Eugenie of Battenberg, better known at that 
time in England as En Ena, a grand- 
daughter of Queen Victoria, and the only 
daughter of Princess Beatrice and Prince 
Henry of Battenberg. The union was par- 
ticularly acceptable to his subjects, because

DICTATOR’S DOWNFALL, 


It was to his initiative that the downfa::

sive of the Royal authority, and when the 
Dictator was summoned to the Palace he 
found his Sovereign so firm in his attitude 
that he had no option but to hand in his 
resignation. For a time the situation in the 
capital and other large towns in Spain y 
serious, and the outcome of the change or 
régime was doubtful.

that his fellow-countrymen would in time

Apart altogether from his position on the 
Throne, King Alfonso has always been very 
popular in Spain. A prominent Republican 
was once asked who would become President 
if the Monarchy were overthrown. “ Don 
Alfonso would be the first President.” he 
replied without hesitation. An event which 
greatly troubled King Alfonso was the eat! 
of his mother, the Dowager Queen Maria 
Cristina, early in 1929. After she laid dew: 
the Regency the former Queen did 
attempt to interfere with the conduct 
affairs, though it was believed that she i: 
approved of the dictatorship. On the pight 
hefore her death Queen Maria Cristina had 
dined with her son, but it was not until some 
hour or two later that news reached King 
Alfonso that she was in a serious condition. 
He rushed to her palace and gave instr 
tions for the doctors to be summoned, but 
he was too late to speak to his mother. 

It is said that the King insisted on 
observance of the ancient custom that the 
members of the Royal Family should then 


selves dress the corpse, and that his second 
daughter, then only seventeen, nearly fainted 


when pulling the coarse stockings of a Pov 
Clare nun on the death-stiffened legs of her 
grandmother. The King remained alone with 
the body, meditating and praying, during 
most of the night preceding the funeral, his 
last gift being a large wreath of violets 


ATTEMPTS ON HIS LIFE. 


The attempt on bis life on his wedding dav 
has not been the only effort made by his 
enemies to rid Spain of her ruler by force. 
On five separate occasions his life has been 
in danger at the hands of asgassins. [In his 
palace at Madrid he has kept a small museum 
containing souvenirs of his escapes from 
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foundation or not, it indicated, at least, what 
they wished to be true.

Control of Dances in 
Rural Areas.: 
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From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
DUNDALK, Tuesday. 

“Tf the regulations governing dancing in 
the rural areas of Ireland are too stringent, 
we prevent the people enjoying themselves at 
all, and we drive them into the towns and 
cities for their amusement. After all, danc- 
ing is the only enjoyment they have in the 
country districts.’ 

This comment was made at the meeting of 
the Louth Board of Health in Dundalk to- 
day by Mr. Michael Connor, during considera- 
tion of the Board’s regulations for the halls 
in which dancing is to take place. 

The Chairman (Mr. McGahon) explained 
that under the powers se by the Free 
State Local Government Department regula- 
tions were framed as to the safety and sani- 
tation of all rural halis within the county. 

Mr. Carroll said that if the regulations were 
strictly enforced, the people in the country 
districts who wanted to dance would have to 
go back to the cross-roads. 

The Board approved of the regulations, and 
it was announced that in future owners of 
halls in which dancing was carried on must 
comply with the regulations, and apply to 


all smelt strongly of poteen. 
Ellen Walsh was fined £20. 


GUARDS’ VIGIL. 


Another prosecution was breught against 
John Walsh, Carnakib; for harbouring 
poteen on a different occasion. On Sun- 
day evening, March 22, Sergeant Travers 
and a Guard hid themselves in some 
bushes behind a wall opposite Walsh’s 
shop. Two men came out at nine o’clock, 
and the smaller man, whom the sergeant 
afterwards recognised in the light of the shop 
window as John Walsh, walked about twenty 
yards, and stood still. The sergeant heard 
the noise of bottles from Walsh’s direction, 
and heard rustling in the grass, and also the 
noise of a cork drawn. Walsh returned to 
the shop again, and the sergeant heard him 
remark to the other man: ‘Everything ís 
all right.” The shop was closed at 9 o’clock. 
and three men came out with Walsh and 
walked down the road. The Guards came 
out of their hiding place and followed them. 
On hearing the ‘Guards’ footsteps the four 
civilians stopped. The Guards searched them, 
but found nothing on them. 


BOTTLE IN THE GRASS, 


Sergeant Travers, however, found a pint 
bottle of poteen in the grass a few vards 
from where the men stood. He searched the 
spot where Walsh was when he first left the 
shop, and in the grass, under some bushes, 
found a bottle containing about a naggin of 
poteen and an empty pint bottle that had a 
strong smell of poteen. 

Walsh denied that he or any of the others 
had planted the poteen. 

Justice Ford convicted him of keeping a 
shebeen, and sentenced him to three months’ 
BE pes xa with hard labour.

Proposed Fusion of 
Fever Hospitals.

From Ovr Own Corresponpent. 
CORK, Tuesday, 
T the meeting of the Cork Fever Hospital 
A Committee ES the hon, treasurer, 
Mr. Daly, repprted that a draft for 
£17,594 6s. Gd. had been received from the 
Hospitals’ Trust as the hospital's share of the 
Grand National Sweep. The Committee é 
credit balance: in bank to-day was £13,921 
2s., so that they were nearly £14,000 or 
£15,000 better off than they were Jast year. 
This time last year they had a debit, after 
receiving £900 from the Corporation, of 
£2,828. Now that the money had been re- 
ceived from the Hospitals’ Trust a lot of 
people might think that the subscriptions to 
the hospital should be dropped. He did not 
think that they should look on it in that way. 
When this money came to them from the 
Hospitals’ Trust they were nearly down and 
out, the bank having written them as to what 
they were going to do about the overdraft. 
The hospital had been spending £1,000 a year 
more than its income, and in fifteen years 
they would be in the same position ag before 
the Hospitals’ Trust money came, so that 
he thought subscriptions to ha hospital 
should not be dropped. If this money did 
not come he did not know what would have 
happened, because their hospital was in a 
desperate condition financially. 
INFECTIOUS DIGEASES. 

A letter was read from the City Manager, in 
which, in view of the wide public interest in 
the treatment of and prevention of infectious 
disease, he asked the Committee to consfder 
some aspects of the matter to which last 
year’s epidemic of diphtheria drew attention, 
when both fever hospitals encountered con- 
siderable criticism. The number of cases of 
infection was a cause of public concern, while 
cases of infection which appeared to be 
caused by the premature discharge of patients 
caused grave uneasiness. Both these causes, 
together with the unusually large number 
of deaths from diphtheria did much to shake 
public confidence. While much of the public 
alarm of last year had little real foundation, 
that alarm was sufficiently serious and 
sufficiently widespread to justify his address- 
ing the committee with a view to securing its 
co-operation in an effort to remove any weak- 
ness in their system of dealing with infectious 
disease. Now that the committee was in a 
ass to improve the structure of their 
1ospltal, and with its share of the forthcom- 
ing Derby Sweep, it would be able to provide 
a thoroughly up-to-date establishment. There 
was considerable doubt as to continuance of 
such large annual payments, and it became 
necessary to consider how the committee 
would find the large sum required each year 
to maintain an institution which would be- 
come more and more popular as it was im- 
proved, In future years voluntary subscrip- 
tions were likely to decline, and their staff 
might be continually hampered by the increas- 
ing cost of treatment and declining revenue. 


A SUGGESTION. 

It was this possibility that impelled him to 
suggest the wisdom of now’ considering the 
desirability of amalgamating the two fever 
hospitals. There were, doubtless, legal 
difficulties in the way of such an amalgama- 
tion, but the Government could hardly refuse 
to help.to surmount these difficulties if a 
schetmg could be agreed upon... The advantage 
of such an amalgamation was great. It would 
secufe uniformity of practice ip the treatment 
of infectious disease, and would concentrate 
responsibility and enable the best possible use 
to be made of both institutions. It would 
facilitate better classification and better isola- 


tion, the necessity for which was hardly open } 


to question, It would ensurg to the Joint 
Committee of Management ample. funds to 
meet its requirements. The amalgamated hos- 
pitals would be a charge upon the city and the 
county rates. It would relieve the charitable 
public of, at least, one charge upon it, and 
ultimately it would make for more economic 
administration. In the absence of such an 
amalgamation both the North and South 
Fever Hespitals- would erect new buildings, 
which ‘would be rarely fully occupied. The 
staffs would be duplicated, and instead of 
one. thoroughly efficient co on treating 
infe@tious diséase there would” be two working 
on restricted means. - 

The committee might run heavily into debt, 
and ultimately the hospital would become a 
publie charge, if it was not entirely closed, 
and its trained. staff dispersed. 

He (Mr. Monahan) suggested that a com- 
fevenece be arranged between the renresenta- 
tive of the Free State Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health and the City 
and County Medical (Officers of Health to 
prepare a scheme for the amalgamation of the 
two fever hospitals.

} Alfonso XIII. left Madrid last night for a 


destination that is still unknown, He has 
abdicated, and we cannot doubt that the 
act was an act of self-sacrifice and of the 
highest patriotism. Alfonso’s courage 
needs no advertisement ; if he had put his 
own ambition before his country’s peace, 
he might have held his throne by weight 
of arms. He has preferred to become an 
exile and to present Spain with the gift 
of a bloodless revolution. History . will 
adljudge him one of the ablest monarchs 
of modern Europe. The end of his long 
reign of forty-four years—he was a king 
from the cradle—finds Spain a progressive 


was far otherwise when he came to the 
throne, and the improvement is due 
largely, if not mainly, to Alfonso’s 
patience, tact and statesmanship. He 
combined with rare skill the róles of 
autocrat and constitutionalist ; until now 
he has mitigated the rigours‘of reaction 
and has guided the forces of reform. He 
alone saved, and alone could have saved, 
Spain from the perils of German intrigue 
during the Great War. In recent years 
his influence has endowed the country 
with schools, railways, good roads, great 
schemes of irrigation and modern indus- 
tries. Unhappily, it was the very instru- 
ment of this progress which wrought the 
King’s downfall. He got little credit for 
the virtues of the Dictatorship, but all its 
faults were imputed to him. A vast 
impetus was given to Republican doctrines, 
and revolution became inevitable. The 
choice lay between bloody and peaceful 
revolution, and Alfonso has flung his 
throne into the scale of peace. 

Never before have the birth-pangs of a 
new Power in Europe been so mild and so 
brief. It does not appear that a single life 
was lost in the transfer from Monarchy to 
Republic. On Monday night, in the streets 
of Madrid, Barcelona and other great 
cities, cheering crowds of Republicans 
mingled with the police and soldiers. 
Yesterday morning the King surrendered 
his authority to Admiral Aznar, his Prime 
Minister, who, in turn, delivered it to the 
Republican leader, Sefior Alcala Zamora. 
Within a few hours Sefior Zamora was 
declared President of the new Republic ; 
he has appointed his Ministers, and last 
night his Government was in session.

Northern Ireland will legislate 
for country-planning in the near 
future ; is it too much to expect that the 
Free State, anxious for her fair fame, will 
take early steps to carry out a like im- 
provement? We do not suggest for an 
instant that either State shall adopt the 
English village or country town as a 
model, Such a course would be fatal— 
practically, because Ireland is urbanised 
“to a far. smaller degree than England, and 
-testhetically, because a treatment that 
suits an English landscape might te 
glaringly incongruous in Ireland. A bill 
which, after the British fashion, allowed 
the Free State Government to supervise 
all works of development’and empowered 
it to sacrifice the bad in/erder that, little 
by little, good might come, would remoyc 
a disgrace in no very long period of years. 
The need is urgent.. Both own and 
countryside are changing rapidly for the 
worse, and the evil’ will be harder to 
check as the months advance.

THE SUGAR-BEET CRISIS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IkISH TIMES. 
Sim,—As a deadlock has arisen between the 
beet-growers and the Irish Sugar Manufactur- 
ing Company, it may be of interest to draw 
attention to some of the less obvious aspects 
of the situation. The subsidy and the Excise 
rebate, which form the combined State aid to 
the industry, will amount to, roughly, 
£3,000,000, spread over ten years. This aid 
was intended to establish an alternative cash 
crop, and so heip the agricultural community 
in the tillage counties to maintain their 
acreage in spite of Rtg os prices.

England's rural and urban amenities, 
perhaps, have suffered more severely than 
those of Ireland; but the need of a 
measure that will restrain the desecrator 
is not less urgent here than there. It 's 
true that the problems of planning are 
different in the two islands. Large areas 
of Britain are studded with cities; Ire- 
land’s cities are few, and nearly all of 
them, by comparison, are small. Yet 
Dublin and Belfast, if no others, call for 
a controlling hand. Both are graced by 
nature with almost perfect sites and sur- 
roundings ; neither has made any attempt 
to preserve its amenities unspoiled. 
The abomination of “ribbon develop- 
ment’’ afflicts both; neither has 
taken steps to adapt itseif to changing 
traffic conditions; and Dublin, at least, 
is accursed with congested and slum areas. 
We have commented more than once on 
the inadequacy of a ‘‘ Greater Dublin ’’ 
measure that made no provision for a sane 
system of town-planning. Unless such a 


is not entirely unexpected. Ten years 
ago Mr. Roger Fry, an acknowledged 
expert, having been invited by the King 
to overhaul his Mantegnas, pronounced 
them to be in an imperfect state of pre- 
servation. Since then serious disease has 
become manifest. Fungi have penetrated 
from the backs of the pictures through the 
pigments to the outer surface, and expert 
treatment is needed if they are to be saved. 
It is fortunate that His Majesty cherishes 
his collection and is ext~:»mely anxious for 
its preservation. Indeed, he was one of 
the first owners, as we learn, to allow his 
old masters to be subjected to X-ray 
examination when that method was still 
without favour in the eyes of many 
connoisseurs. Accordingly, another expert, 
Mr. Kennedy North, has been commis- 
sioned to treat the Mantegnas. Mr. 
North’s first business is to locate the 
threatened parts with precision, and then 
to conserve the old pigments by a special 
process. Every art-lover will wish success 
to the enterprise. Sooner or later, unless 
new knowledge provides new safeguards, 
these Mantegnas, in common with other 
great pictures, must die; but death after 
a .bare four centuries is premature.

“Even if the claim of the cinema industry 
is admitted, can there be a logical resistance 
to the claim of the theatres, or of boxing 
displays ? 

“The most specious argument which is 
advanced is the appropriation, for charitable 
purposes, of part of the box receipts of 
Sunday shows. Many people, particularly 
sympathisers with the splendid work of the 
hospitals, might hesitate before they rejected 
such a bait, but if cinema promoters wish 
to rs*ist, hospitals, there is nothing to pre- 
vent them from giving a proportion of, let 
us say, Saturday night’s receipts, to the 
hospitals.”

COMPANY DECIDES TO CARRY ON. 


From Ourk AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
CARLUW, Tucaday. 

“The Company ‘could not possibly pay a 
higher price’ tha; they have offered owing 
to the world-wide depression in the sugar 
market. Besides, contracts are being signed 
so rapidly that we have decided to make 
sugar next season. 

This statement was made by Mr. Hayek, 
technical manager of the Irish Sugar-Manufac- 
turing Co., Ltd., in reply to my question: 
“Has there been any development in the 


situation?” 


Mr. Hayek further stated that they were 
getting contracts from} Waterford, although 
the railway freight on beet to Carlew had 
been inereased by 2s. 3d. per ton. They also 
had many contracts from Wexford, as well as 
other areas. He quite understood the view- 
point of the present growers, but remarked 
that in the United States, where wages were 
higher than in this country, farmers had to 
accept six dollars (roughly 25s.) per ton for 
sugar beet. Prices here had previously been 
high, but they must look forward to the time 
when there would’ be no subsidy. Nobody 
could say what would happen then. 

“Then you are working towards a price 

hjyou can afford to pay when the subsidy 
‘to an end?” asked our representative. 

“Wes,” was Mr. Hayek's unhesitatin 
reply. By tnat time circumstances woul 
have changed so mach -that no one would 
think of asking more mgney from the Govern- 
ment. 

In further conversation, Mr. Hayek said 
that he believed that smal] farmers, who 
refused to grow beet now would regret it. 
As it was, somg of them would be excluded 
by new contra ter, With regard ito the 
price, he said that it would necessarily have 
to be higher in Ireland than on the Continent, 
where conditions were different.

GROWERS’ STATEMENT | 


TO STAND TOGETHER. 
The following statement prepared by Mr. 
John N. Greene, Chairman, and Mr. A. W. 
Fahy, General Secretary of the Irish Beet. 
Growers’ Association, was issued in replv to 
the sugar company’s statement published 
yesterday :'— 

“ With reference to the first paragraph in 
yesterday's statement regarding the alleged 
rate at which contracts are coming in, we 
are perfectly satisfied that the acreage is not 
forthcoming to any serious extent. Further- 
more, we are confident that amy acreage re- 
ceived by the factory will be outside the 
original growers, and we can confidently 
assure the public that no such acreage As 
forthcoming. We look upon the statement as 
an attempt to mislead the members of our 
Association, who pledged themselves to 
stand by it. 

“The factory representative states that 
‘the Chairman of the Beet Growers’ Associa- 
tion admits that the farmers have grown 
beet successfully for two vears at 46s., but 
that the factory has at this price incurred a 
loss during the season which has just. finished 
is a point he chose to ignore.’ 

“We would state, in reply, that the fac- 
tory accounts covering, the period of the last 
eampaign are not yet published, and it is 
impossible for the Growers’ Association to 
know whether the factory made a profit or 


‘loss for the period in question. But we do 


know that for the period for which accounts 
are available the company made a net profit 
of £117,000, after paying a basic price of 
46s.. per ton of beet. 


THE SUBSIDY. : 

“TH will be observed in the factory 's state- 
ment that, they do not, deny that the Carlow 
factory this year is drawing 12s. per ton more 
subsidy than the English factories, They 
merely make a comparison of the subsidy 
position in both countries in previous seasons, 
which is no answer to the Association’s con- 
tention that the Carlow factory is actually 
drawing 12s. more subsidy per ton of beet.

In addition to this profit, the statement 
goes ou, the factory have also the profits on 
sales of sugar and by-products, and, accord- 
ing to the factory’s statement, the total 
factory profits (covering dividend, deprecia- 
tion, reserves and taxation) averaged 16s. 
per ton of beet. We have already pointed 


out that the profit made by the factory qut | 


of the Btate aid averaged 4s. 5d. per ton of 
beet, and it is clear that the balance of 
lis. 7d. represents profit on sales of sugar 


| and by-products, aud that the factory were 


not called upon to pay one farthing out of 
heir profits towards the cost of beet. 

With regard to the company’s dividend and 
depreciation policy, the factory representative 


| States that the average annual return for the 


four and a half years during which the 
capital was invested worked out at 124 per 
cent., notwithstanding the fact that the 
factory was only four years in existence up 
to lst June last, for which period the average 
annual return was 132 per cent., free of 
income tax. 


DEPREGIATION POLICY. 

Continuing, the statement says :—With re- 
gard to the company’s depreciation policy, 
we would point ont that the company are 
not content with writing off £40, per 
annum for depreciation of premises and 
plant, but they have also written off against 
Bheir. profits the total capital outlay upon 
premises and plant for the past five years, 
witl) the result that on the 14th November, 
1950, they had written off against profits 
no less than £208,000, which may be con. 
fFrmed by rveference to the. commercial 
manager's statement at the Irish Railway 
Tribunal as reported in the /rish Times of 
the 14th November, 1930 

The amount written off, while exceeding 10 
per cent, per sannum of the original capital 
y £48,000, includes the cost of additions to 
premises and plant, and also the . ost of pri- 
vate residences, offices and other buildings, 
which have not one farthing value in the com- 
pany’s balence sheet. 

In addition to writing off £208,000, they 
have. continues the statement, a m serve fund 
Ti aaghod and a reserve of £7,500 for bad 
ebts. 

At the 1st June, 19230. the debts due to the 
factory amounted to £10,301, so that the re- 
serve for bad debts represents, roughly, 75 per 
cent. of the totai debts. They have also re- 
served the sum of £43,606 for income tax, and 
£19 10s. stamp duty on these warrants. 

The company state that thev hold this is not 
a case for arbitration, and that they do not 
know of any precedent for such a demand. 

We hold, concludes the statement. that, in 
view of the fact that well over £3.000.000 of

FRANCO - ITALIAN 
NAVAL TALKS. 


ONLY ONE POINT OF

It is understood that M. Massiglia will 
not be able to go to London to take part 
in the drafting of the naval agreement 
for some days.

The main, if not the only, point of 
difference which subsists between Rome 
and Paris is whether France shall wait 
until the end of 1936 to begin rebuilding 
the replacement tonnage which will have 
become due by that date, or shall be 
allowed to begin building earlier so that 
the replacement shall be wholly or partly 
meas for service by December 3lst, 

The French Minister of Marine appears 
d i at present not to allow a 
“gap” of two or three years to occur 
after 1936 while new tonnage is being 
built, and a postponement of replacement 
building until 1933 seems the largest con- 
cession at present likely to be offered, but 
official opinion is not pessimistic and 
expects that, with patience, the difficulty 


will be overcome. 


At the same time there is an impression 


at the Quai d’Orsay that the British 


Government is not now specially interested 
in bringing the present negotiations to 
early completion.

‘BLAZING TUNNEL! 


DEATH TRAP. 


NEW INVENTION TO 
THE RESCUE, 


NINE LIVES LOST, BUT 
MANY SAVED. 


--——-—-o—_—-

CHICAGO, Tuesday. 
DRAMATIC and unexpected rescue 
of the dozens of men imprisoned in 
a half-finished sewage tunnel which caught 
fire last night was emected to-day. 

Many of the workers and firemen in- 
volved in the accident, which was the 
worst of its kind the city has ever kiown, 
were choked to death by the dense smoke. 
It was this aspect of the tragedy whica 
caught the attention of Mr. Peter, the 
inventor of a smoke ejector, He had 
nearly completed the first working model | 
of his invention, ana when he heard of 
the accident he pushed on the work at full 
speed. By 3 a.m. to-day he had finished 
the task. 

At once he rushed to the scene of the! 
disaster and set his machine working, 
and soon the anxious onlookers were 
relieved to see billows of dense white 
smoke pouring from the tunnel as the 
ejector pumps came into action. At the 
same time fresh, cool air was driven down 
tubes into the tunnel from above. 


OUT OF THE DEPTHS. 


The firemen, who had already done 
gallant rescue work, stood at the shaft- 
head tensely awaiting the appearance of 


and the cage, filled with workmen with 
smoke-blackened faces, rose to the surface, 

Twice again the lift dropped and 
brought up yet more of the survivors. They 
told a moving story of the long, anxious 
hours through the night when they hoped 
jn vain for rescue. They prayed and sang 
to lighten the anxiety that oppressed them, 
and a few even managed to get some 
sleep. 

This morning eleven firemen and six 
workmen, gasping for air, struggled 
unaided to the surface from the blazin 
tunnel, exhausted with the heat an 
anxiety. They stated that they had 
crawled to comparative safety behind an 
air chamber at one end of the tunnel. 

Ten others, they said, were stil] en- 
tombed, and the terrific heat had melted 
the rubber suit of one man, while the 
fumes choked and blinded their rescuers.

GOLD AND THE EXCHANGES. , 

Since April 10 last an aggregate of fully 
£2,000,000 in sovereigns has been earmarked 
at the Bank of ao Such cperations are 
equivalent to a gold export, and for the time 
being come off the Bank’s reserve. In. this 
instance li is understood that the gold is set 
aside for the Argentine Government in con- 
nection with the movement of the crops and 
for the stabilisation of the exchange. im. 
ately the sovereigns will be released and added 
to the Bank's stock, but until then the ear- 
marking prevents the strengthening of the 
Bank’s position to the extent hoped for as a 
result of purchases of gold in the open market. 
Yesterday the Bank again secured the bulk 
of the South African consignment of bars, 
which amounted to little short of £1.000;C00. 
Actually America could have taken the metal 
at 84s. 10jd. per ounce, or even less at the 
current. sterling dollar exchange, but evi- 
dently ‘‘arranged” not to do so, and by 
bidding jd. per ounce above its statutory buying 
figure the Bank of England obtained £900,000 
worth. This week's reaction in the foreign 
exchanges points to the advisability of main- 
taining London discount rates at about the 
present level, for, apparently, if they were 
allowed to drift nearer to the figures current 
in New York, Paris and other important 
centres the exchanges would react sharply 
against London, and threaten fresh gold with- 
drawals. 


WATER-COLOUR 
EXHIBITION. 


,. WORK ON VIEW AT THE 
- MILLS’ HALL, 


The seventy-seventh annual exhibition of 

the Water-Colour Society of Ireland opens in 
the Mills Hall, Merrion row, Dublin, to-day. 
In the present exhibition there are over two 
hundred works, and the standard is, on the 
whole, good, as one might expect from a 
Society whose ranks include most of the 
better: known artists of the day. : 
_ As tothe nature of the work, one looks 
in vain for a touch of originality. 
respect the exhibition is ordinary—there “are 
the unchanging little bits of landscape or 
seascape, the pretty thatched country cot- 
tages, the soft pastoral scenes, and such 
like, with which one is all too familiar. 

Among the works which caught one’s eye 
were a couple of very colourful English 
village scenes by Martin F.. Mahony—‘‘ In 
the Market Place, Evesham” (16), and 
“Village Cross, Cotswold’* (17). Miss 
Alice M. Boyd has on view some delightful 
so sige aan Canadian scenery, of which 
“On Shawinigan Lake, Vancouver” (58), 
is a very rich bit of work. Miss Letitia M. 


such contrasting studies as ‘‘ Early Snow 
on the Liffey” (75), “Old Gateway, La 
Charité ” (78), and ‘‘ La Charité sur Loire"’ 
(80). Her sister, Miss Eva Hamilton, is 
also well represented, particularly. in her 
two sketches of Miss Bacon and Miss 
Winifred Bacon, both of which are beautiful 
portraits. 

There is great strength in Miss Lilian 
Davidson’s scenes in Connemara. ‘‘ The Old 
Bridge, Leenane’’ (49), is fine work, and 
one was also taken by the treatment of the 
“ Mountain Home, Connemara ” (64). ‘‘ The 
Smallest House in Co. Wieklow” (82) is 
a fascinating little study by Miss Gladys 
Wynne. In close proximity is a restful bit of 
work by Alfred Dobbin, ‘‘ Windmill Farm ” 
(79). On the end wall are some excellent 
still life studies by that clever artiste, Mrs. 
K. Marescaux. Her treatment of flowers is 
always excellent. Very natural, too, is the 
painting by Miss M. McCoy of the group of 
horses in “ Down in the Lane ” (88). Miss 
Florence A, Ross hag some vigorous samples 
of her work, of which the two Donegal land- 
scapes, “ Aghla from the Bog” (66) and 
“Sunset over the Hills” (67) are appealing. 
Henry Moss has made an interesting study 
of ‘‘ Washing the Sheep, Aughavanna,”’’ and 
there is a delightful softness about Miss Helen 
Colvill’s ‘‘ Midsummer Evening.” 

Lady Dobbin has two strikingly contrasting 
works in ‘‘Interior at Rathlee’’ (23)—a 
charming study—and ‘‘ The Hill of Howth 
from Baldoyle”’ (114). That very finished 
water colourist, Mr. Lancelot Bayly, shows 
half-a-dozen of those delightful cottage 
studies which have all the evidence of his dis- 
tinctive touch. There is also a fine painting 
of ‘‘Corbie Rocks, Orloch '” (152), by Mrs. 
Ada M. Hanna. “The Sugar Loaves’’ (142). 
by Mr. R. Caulfeild Orpen is a delicate little 
study—one of a numberof very pleasing 
works in this mood. Miss Constance Roch- 
fort has caught the Sugar Loaf. Mountain 
\(172) in an interesting night study. Miss E. 
8S. Wilkinson’s treatment of still life subjects, 
such as “ Anemones.” (192), will be generally 
admired. 


Harry Kernoff’s treatment of ‘Killiney 
Strand ” (163) and “‘Swings’’ (176), both of 
which show plenty of«colour and animation. 
Quite one of the best works in the exhibition 
is Lady Butler's “ A Drummer,of the 5th 
Royal Irish Lancers. 1914” cad). On. the 
opposite wall is a fine pastel work, “ Iris 
Eves”’ (29), by Mrs. ‘Townshend, a portrait 
full of life. 

Miss Mildred A. Butler also exhibits an 
attractive group, of which ‘‘ When Springtime 
Comes ” (217) is outstanding. There are some 
fine studies of Cornwall scenery by Mr. 8. J. 
Lamorna Birch on the board in the centre 
of the salon, and also some interesting 
studies of mosaic for Titania’s Palace by Sir 
s.evile Wilkinson,

NEED FOR ECONOMY 
"URGED.

CAPTIVE HARES BILL 
REJECTED.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 

N the Northern Parliament to-day the 

Minister of Commerce (the Right Hon. 

J. Miine Barbour), moving a resolution 
reducing the payments to members of the 
House of Commons from £200 to £170 per 
annum, said the effect would be to make a 
reduction of fifteen per cent. in the allow- 
ance payable to members of the House. In 
keeping with the conditions prevailing in tne 
commercial world, economy was the essential 
factor in their present-day politics, and the 
balancing of Budgets—or in plain terms, liv- 
ing within their income—was the vital neces- 
sity for all Governments. It was only right 
and proper that the House should set an 
example in its willingness to sacrifice some- 
thing ‘to the common need. In passing the 
resolution the House would, he said, be join- 
ing in a common effort, and he was sure the 
hon. members on both sides of the House, 
realising the necessity of the times, would be 
prepared to make this sacrifice. 


LABOUR’S VIEWPOINT. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) moved an amend- 
ment that a select. committee, representing 
all patties in the House, be gi get to in- 
quire into the present cost of Parliament, 
and report on what lines a substantial reduc- 
tion could be made -in such cost. He felt 
that members of the House were being sacri- 
ficed by the Government to save themselves, 
but he was not going to be sacrificed w'th- 
out -protest, particularly as an emergency 
allowance was made to the Prime Minister 
of £1,750 some time ago. 

The Prime Minister could make a greater 
sacrifice ‘than he (Mr. Beattie) could, and 
even with his reduction the Prime Minister 
would still have £4,200 a year, which, hav- 
ing regard to the population, left him the 
highest paid Prime Minister in the world. 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nat.) seconded the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Devlin (Nat.) said that his indict- 
ment of the Government was that having 
had eight years in which to explore the in- 
dustrial and economic situation in Northern 
Ireland, they adopted in relation to these 
vital matters precisely the policy they 
adopted in this case — a_ policy’ of 
getting out of the difficulty in the easiest 
way possible. Having critictsed the financial 
commitments into which the Government had 
entered at the beginning of its existence, he 
said that they had set up a Parliament for 
a million people on lines similar to the 
British Parliament, which governed not only 
45 millions in Great Britain, but a world- 
wide ‘Empire. 

It was an undignified procedure to make 
these reductions, and he suggested that 
salaries of members be based on attendance. 
The question of economies should be recon- 
sidered, not only with regard to members, 
but with regard to other services, and par- 
ticularly education. 


PREMIER EXPLAINS. 

The Prime Minister said this whole ques- 
tion arose through the unforeseen exceptional 
circumstances cr2ated by the all-round fall in 
the financial positicn, not only of Ulster, but 
of every country in the world. 

“It had to be met by unprecedented 
measures,’ said Lord Craigavon, “ and, after 
ws had studied the question from every 
possible angle, we came to the conclusion 
that the only way to prevent getting on the 
slippery slope was immediately and forthwith 
to make the most drastic economies.”’ 

Mr. Henderson (Ind.) said that the Govern- 
ment were merely trying to throw dust in the 
people’s eyes. 

The debate was adjourned. 

CAPTIVE HARES BILL. 

Moving the second reading of his Coursing 
of Captive Hares Bill, which is designed to 
prohibit the coursing of captive hares, Mr. 
Rowley Elliot referred to a prosecution in 
Dungannon following a coursing meeting in 
the district which failed for lack of sufficient 
evidence, and said that it had been admitted 
to him by coursing men that this meeting 
was cruel and disgusting, and he understood 
that no licence for a meeting under similar 
conditions would be granted again by the 
Irish Coursing Club. 

Mr. Grant (U.) seconded, and said that to 
sport-lovers the coursing of captive hares 
was brutal. 

Mr. Stewart (Nat.) opposed the second 
reading. He said the tactics of some of those 
who opposed coursing were most unfair. There 
was no more cruelty in coursing than in 
hunting stags. 

POOR MAN’S SPORT. 

Captain Chichester Clark (U.), who moved 
the rejection of the bill, said that the death 
of a hare at a coursing meeting was no more 
cruel than a hare’s death in the natural state. 
Hares were a nuisance to farmers, and he did 
not see why the poor man’s sport of coursing 
should be interfered with. 

Major Blakiston Houston (U.), seconding 
the motion, said there was no cruelty at a 
proper coursing meeting. 

The bill was «rejected by twenty-five votes 
to eleven, and the House adjourned until 
to-morrow.

DUESSELDORF, Tuesday. 

When the trial of ‘‘The Vampire of 
Duesseldorf ’’ .was resumed to-day it was 
decided to exclude the public, and all but 
eighteen German and five foreign Press- 
men from the court room ; for so revolting 
were many of Kuerten’s statements that 
their publication would be quite out of the 
question. 

Leading German mental specialists and 
criminologists admit that in all their wide 
experience they have never had to deal 
with such a case as this. 

Although the trial has hardly begun, the 
question of what is to be done with this 
man is being hotly debated by the public 
and in the Press. A Cologne paper this 
morning published a number of opinions 
on the question expressed by leading 
German scientists and professional men, 
all of whom are opponents of the death 
penalty for murders in general.

GENERAL CRITICISM. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
HERE was only a moderate attendance 
ds when the House reassembled to-day 
after the Easter holidays. The 
principal business was the Ministry of Health 
vote, on which Mr. Arthur Greenwood told 
of the progress in housing. He said that 
reports received showed that during the 
coming five years there would be a very 
substantial increase in the amount of housing 
actively undertaken by local authorities, 
whilst the work done in slum areas would be 
eight times as great as that accomplished last 
year. Roughly speaking, in the coming 
years half the houses would be provided by 
local authorities and half by private enter- 
prise. They were expected to reach a total 
of 200,000 houses per annum during the next 
five years. 
Most of the large local authorities were as 
anxious aSyanybody could be to make the 
1930 Act a success. but there were some who 
did not realise their responsibilities, and, 
whilst he did not wish to use the big stick, 
he warned them that they must expect the 
rigour of the law to be used against them. 


Government Act of 1929, he said that sub- 
stantial progress had been made in the 
direction of the break-up of the Poor Law 
system, which rested on the supposition that 
the poor man was a rascal. Although in these 
hard times he would not encourage 
extravagance, they had certain definite 
responsibilities towards the destitute, who 
should he reasonably and humanely dealt 
with. He had circularised the new Public 
Assistance authorities, pointing out that the 
outdoor relief should be adequate, and 
adapted to the means of individual cases. 
In discussing health services, he said that 
motherhood was the most dangerous occupa- 
tion in the country. The deaths of 5,000 
mothers a year in childbirth could not be 
justified, He believed that at least one-half 
of these deaths was preventible, and he had 
urged upon local authorities the necessity 
for taking steps to remove what was + 
national scandal. 

TIMOROUS HOUSING POLICY. 

Sir Kingsley Wood said that the Minister 
had described a year of easy-going jog-trot 
along old, well-worn paths, varied ocasionally 
by a wild leap into the thorns and rocks of 
Socialism, sáil the application of a stick 
applied to the Government s hindquarters by 
its impatient Left Wing supporters. The 
Minister’s housing policy was half-hearted 
and timorous, and to-day they had fewer 
houses built to meet the needs of the in- 
dustrial masses than at any time since 1925. 
It was only private enterprise that had saved 
the situation. 

Mr. E.. D. Simon (Liberal) said that the 
Government had quite failed to carry out 
their promises with regard to the provision of 
houses for the working classes at reasonable 
rents. 

To hear the Minister say that he was 
satisfied with the housing position left one 
absolutely dazed, remarked Lady Astor. She 
was surprised that Labour back-benchers 
could sit silent and listen to one of the most 
reactionary and incompetent Ministers the 
country had ever seen. Mr. Greenwood had 
ncither drive, vision, nor courage. 

PROPOSAL TO REDUCE THE VOTE. 

After further debate Mr. Oswald Lewis 
(Conservative) said that it was apparent that 
the only speaker who had expressed satisfac- 
tion with the Minister’s speech was the 
Minister himself. He proposed, therefore, to 
move the reduction of the vote by £100, in 
order to give Labour members an opportunity 
of going into the lobby and showing that 
their criticisms were sincere. 

Mr. Frank Owen (Liberal, Hereferd) de- 
scribed Mr. Greenwood’s speech as Ment. 
The Minister of Health, he said, seemed to 
forget that the Government existed on the 
support of Liberal votes. Up to the present 
ha had fairly consistently voted ‘for the 
Government, but unless they had assurances 
of greater vigour in the Government’s hous- 
ing policy he should vote that evening with 
those who criticised the Minister, and should 
vote for the censure motion on Thursday 
night. 

fiss Susan Lawrence replied to the debate, 
and the motion for reduction of the vote was 
rejected by 199 votes to 72—Government 
majority, 127. 

The debate was adjourned, and the House 
rose at 11.19.

When. the exhibition 
was first organised it was pointed out that

| to, and this year Irish exhibitors had taken a 
‘large amount of space. 

Mr. R. F. Browne, Chairman of the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board, said that it was only 
by coming to exhibitions such as that that 
the housewife was able to measure exactly 
what was wrong, and see what improvements 
could we introduced in her system of house- 
keeping. He thought that it was in the 
electrical industry that the greatest advance- 
ment Had been made in the way of saving 
time and labour in housework. The demand 
for electrical appliances this year had ex- 
ceeded all expectations, but thev were pre- 
pared to cope with the demands as they 


arose. 
NIGHT SIGNS. 


He referred to the question of advertisin 
by means of night signs in Dublin, and sai 
that the Corporation had now removed their 
restrictions in this respect, and he suggested 
that firms should take advantage of this form 
of advertisement, which was widely used on 
the Continent. 

Mr. Browne alluded to the education of the 
public in the use of electricity in the home, 
and said that the Electricity Supply Board 
would endeavour to supplement all efforts in 
that direction by pushing the use of electricity 
as far as they could. 

Declaring the Exhibition open, the Lord 
Mayor said that he felt that the Exhibition 
would prove of distinct and valuable educa- 
tional worth to Dublin housewives.
